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Huge win for Obama as health 
reforms stand 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Supreme Court yesterday up¬ 
held Barack Obama's reforms 
to extend health insurance to 
another 32 million Americans 
in a major victory for the pre¬ 
sident in the heat of a tight re- 
election contest. 

Obama said the ruling, 
which has decided how health 
care will be delivered in the 
United States for decades to 
come, went beyond politics 
and urged a divided country to 
get behind a law that was in the 
interests of all. 

"I'm as confident as ever 
that when we look back five 
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years from now or 10 years 
from now, or 20 years from 
now, we will be better off be¬ 
cause we had the courage to 
pass this law, and keep moving 
forward," he said. 

Republicans, who have 
slammed the reforms as waste¬ 
ful, big government overreach 
that would hike insurance pre¬ 
miums and hurt the quality of 
care, vowed to keep up the 
fight against Obama's signa¬ 
ture domestic achievement. 

"'Obamacare' was bad po¬ 
licy yesterday. It's bad policy 
today," the Republican chal¬ 
lenger in the November presi¬ 
dential election, Mitt Romney, 
said, as congressional allies 
scheduled a symbolic repeal 
vote for July 11. 

"What the court did not do 
on the last day in session, I will 
do on my first day if elected 


president of the United States, 
and that is that I will act to re¬ 
peal 'Obamacare,'" Romney 
promised. 

Republican House Speaker 
John Boehner also issued a ral¬ 
lying cry to conservatives with 
little more than four months to 
go before the November 6 
elections, saying: "We don't 
have to accept 'Obamacare.'" 

Obama said an America 
that is struggling to emerge 
from a painful recession, with 
a ballooning budget deficit and 
stubbornly high unemploy¬ 
ment, could ill afford to refight 
old political battles. 

"The highest court in the 
land has now spoken," he said. 
"With today's announcement, it 
is time for us to move forward 
to implement and where neces¬ 
sary improve on this law."

Bonaire’s children 



During a recently held review 
session of the United Nations 
Human Rights Council in 
Geneva, the Dutch Kingdom 
was submitted for evaluation 
on their Human Rights policies 
and practices. 

Every member state of the 
United Nations is submitted 
every 4 years to an evaluation. 
The so-called Universal Pe¬ 
riodic Review is a general and 
political instrument that the UN 
uses to supervise the compli¬ 
ance and progress of their 
member states on the matter of 
Human Rights. 

An Aruban delegation for¬ 
ming part of the Dutch King¬ 
dom delegation was present at 
the Palais des Nations in 
Geneva, with Dutch Minister 
of Interior and Dutch Kingdom 
Affairs, Liesbeth Spies, as head 
of the Dutch delegation. Other 
members of the Aruba delega¬ 


tion were: Aruba Minister of 
Justice and Education, Arthur 
Dowers, and Olivia Croes of 
the Department of Foreign Af¬ 
fairs. 

This UN session was based 
on a report submitted to the UN 
at the beginning of 2012, as 
well as on the recommenda¬ 
tions made by the International 
Committees during the current 
Treaties on Human Rights in 
effect for Aruba. 

Aruba Minister Dowers out¬ 
lined Aruba’s efforts to mod¬ 
ernize legislation in conformity 
with the Human Rights treaties. 
He made reference to the re¬ 
cent legislation on Obligatory 
Education which was approved 
by the Aruba Parliament in De¬ 
cember 2011 and was signed 
into law. 

The Aruban Minister also 
made reference to the change 
in the 2012 Penal Code which

includes a new regimen for 
young people who commits an 
infraction of the law. In conclu¬ 
sion, reference was also made 
of the progress made in the area 
of human trafficking and that 
Aruba is now considered the 
bench mark for the region. 

A total of 51 countries pre¬ 
sented their interventions dur¬ 
ing which either praise, view 
points, recommendations for 
improvements in the imple¬ 
mentation of Human Rights 
were presented for Dutch King¬ 
dom countries. The protection 
and compliance with Human 
Rights is an ongoing process 
with its many challenges, and 
the government of Aruba is 
open to recommendations from 
other member countries to im¬ 
prove her compliance. 

Aruba will work on the dif¬ 
ferent recommendations pre¬ 
sented. Among the recom¬ 
mendations is the introduction 
of a human rights curriculum 
for our schools, and to institute 
a law prohibiting corporal pu¬ 
nishment in the family circle. 
Aruba will also explore the 
possibility for establishing an 
Institute for Human Rights 
similar to the one in Holland.

The long-awaited second edi¬ 
tion of the annual Women in 
Leadership conferences hosted 
by the Aruba Trade and Indus¬ 
try Association, ATIA, began 
this morning at 8:00 AM. 
Among the stellar roster of 
speakers appearing this year is 
noted financial fraud expert, 
Attorney Gaytri Kachroo, best 
known as lead council to the 
famous ‘Fox Hound’ whistle¬ 
blowers in the cases against 
Bemie Madoff. 

An experienced litigator and 
corporate lawyer, she has been 
admitted to the bar in Quebec, 
Massachusetts and New York, 
having obtained five law de¬ 
grees, including an LLM and 
SJD from Harvard Law 
School. She has co-chaired in¬ 
ternational practice groups and 
serves with several law firms in 
the Boston area. Her vast expe¬ 
rience and education prompted 
Harry Markopolos to hire her 
in 2005 to build a business 
model for his fraud investiga¬ 
tion business when no other 
law firms could or would. 

Dr. Kachroo is the Vice- 
Chair of the Global Alliance on 
the Madoff case (a civil society 


of some 5000 lawyers from 28 
countries) addressing transna¬ 
tional financial fraud including 
a $15.5 billion settlement for 
some 75,000 European in¬ 
vestors. Additionally, she has 
presented a proposal for a new 
International Financial Tribu¬ 
nal to the World Legal Forum 
at The Hague to handle cross¬ 


border financial fraud disputes 
and founded the International 
Center for Corporate and Fi¬ 
nancial Ethics and Responsi¬ 
bility in Cambridge, Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

ATIA Director Joyce Bar¬ 
tels Daal met Ms. Katchroo 
when she arrived at the Reina 
Beatrix International Airport 


on Wednesday afternoon, 
along with Julissa Arends of 
ATIA. Ms. Bartels Daal in¬ 
formed the press and Ms. 
Kachroo that women are arri¬ 
ving from Europe, the U.S. and 
Canada, and all comers of the 
Caribbean to listen to her 
speak. “I am incredibly ho¬ 
nored and pleased to be here,” 
she responded, “I want to hear 
from everyone, too, and hear 
their stories. I think getting 
everyone’s stories is necessary 
to build a new connection, a 
new drive forward and vision 
of what it takes to be women in 
today’s world,” 

Ms. Kachroo will be speak¬ 
ing on Global Business Ethics, 
with emphasis on how to reach 
back to investors with confi¬ 
dence and tmst in the financial 
services system. “It is greatly 
about ethics generally and how 
to build confidence in a new 
form of ethics, which comes 
out of the work that I do as a 
lawyer. Basically, I work with 
investors at large and those 
that have been victimized by 
financial fraud, through advo¬ 
cacy and representation.” 

Regarding a question on the 


Madoff case, and being both 
lead council and a woman in a 
world of finance and legislators 
dominated by men, she admit¬ 
ted “it is very much a boy’s 
club. I normally represent un¬ 
derdogs; the team I represent is 
a team of whistleblowers, 
which by definition, are under¬ 
dogs. To some extent, as a 
woman, I think it gives me 
somewhat of a “leg up,” be¬ 
cause women are rather inhe¬ 
rently relational and con¬ 
nective. I think I bring that en¬ 
ergy about in my representation 
and advocacy to whistleblow¬ 
ers.” 

“I certainly brought it to the 
Markopolos team when they 
were going forward with ex¬ 
posing Bernie Madoff to the 
world, and certainly to Con¬ 
gress, so they could take cer¬ 
tain steps to regulate and 
correct the situation within the 
financial services system; es¬ 
pecially when it came to the 
actions and omissions of the 
SEC. I definitely think there is 
a bias against women; the fi¬ 
nancial services generally are 
limited.

Notice” on USA, just some of 
his recent work in a long ca¬ 
reer. Mr. Kind graciously gave 
quite a bit of his time to aspir¬ 
ing young island thespians. 
Some knew him from “Spin 
City,” what “every actor hopes 
for - a regular gig.” 

“Actually, I am here to do 
all that I can to talk you out of 
being in actor,” he began, 
which earned the expected 
laugh. “Acting is not quite 
what you think; it is a very, 
very, VERY difficult profes¬ 
sion. I will get back to that, but 
if you want to take any notes at 
all, write THAT down-don’t be 
a professional actor.” 

He then proceeded to tell 
them how much he loved 
being an actor, and elicited 
from his audience the admis¬ 
sion that most desired fame. 
Among the channels where 
fame could be acquired, such 
as being a rockstar, top athlete, 
or perhaps going to jail (the 
last only fleeting,) being an 
actor may seem the most at¬ 
tainable. “But you can’t just go 
out and say, I want to be fa¬ 
mous, I will be an actor. What 
is really difficult about it is that 
it takes a lot of time, is to be a 
GOOD actor.” Those that want 
to be superstars have to be 
more than good, they must also 
be beautiful, “and they work 
very hard in ways that you 
don’t even know, and they are 
blessed with something.” 
“There are a couple of things 
with working hard,” he ex¬ 
plained, “it usually means not 
getting paid a lot. You are 
doing it for the work; you have 
to LOVE the work. You have 
to LOVE acting.” 

Mr. Kind detailed the dif¬ 
ference between screen acting 
and being on the stage, encou¬ 
raging the group to join a com¬ 
munity theater, and go to plays 
as much as possible to under¬ 
stand the dynamic between 
those on the stage and the au¬ 
dience. “Once a performance 
is filmed, that’s it; it doesn’t 


change with each screening of 
the film. An actor can perform 
the same lines on stage every 
night and each night it can be 
different, depending on so 
many factors, including audi¬ 
ence reaction.” 

“One of the 
reasons I am 
here is because 
I am very high 
on the arts, I 
assume you are 
too, that you 
love film in 
some way, but 
the acting arts 
are not only 
about film. I 
am talking 
about being a 
professional 
actor, it takes a 
LOT of 

work...not just 
doing the 
work, but NOT 
doing the work, 
sitting at home, waiting for a 
job...wondering if you will 
work or make any money. 
These are things that go into 
the life of a professional actor. 
You must try to work as much 
as you can, often for little or no 
pay.” 

Kind spent 4 years with 
Second City in Chicago, per¬ 
forming nightly after-hours 
shows for which the audience 
was charged nothing and given 
free drinks. It gave him the op¬ 


portunity to work in improve 
with some of the greats who 
went on the Saturday Night 
Live and film comedy fame, 
from which he learned much 
and as the others, did without 
pay. 


He then explained that 
among the thousands who hold 
a union card for the Screen Ac¬ 
tors Guild, their union, only 
2% are working regularly, 
“and who knows if they are 
making a living? There is a dif¬ 
ference.” 

Despite his being negative 
about going into the acting 
profession he affirmed un¬ 
equivocally he is happiest 
when performing.

“If you decide you are going 
into the acting profession, you 
better do your best to be better 
than everyone else, not just 
good, you have to be BET¬ 
TER. I also encourage you, 
even if not an actor, whatever 
you choose to do, to be better 
than everyone else, and you 
will do well.” 

Kind also exhorted them to 
become educated and well 
rounded, if they wanted to be 
actors. “You have to know and 
understand how different peo¬ 
ple speak and think and react;

Russia dampens hopes of Syria 
breakthrough 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
punctured hopes of a break¬ 
through in diplomatic efforts to 
end the Syria conflict yesterday, 
denying it had blessed a new 
transition plan and saying Syri¬ 
ans should decide the fate of 
President Bashar al-Assad. 

Russian Foreign Minister 
Sergei Lavrov said world pow¬ 
ers had yet to agree any final 
resolution based on the propos¬ 
als from UN-Arab League 
envoy Kofi Annan for an inter¬ 
national conference on Satur¬ 
day in Geneva. 

He did not say if Moscow 
supported the new suggestions 
laid out by Annan, which diplo¬ 
mats said involved setting up a 
Syrian transitional government 


CHICAGO (AFP) - A Saudi 
national was convicted 
Wednesday of plotting attacks 
on the Texas home of former 
US president George W. Bush, 
nuclear plants, hydroelectric 
dams and other targets, prose¬ 
cutors said. 

Khalid Ali-M Aldawsari, 
22, was arrested last year after

Lavrov also said it was a mis¬ 
take to exclude Syria’s ally Iran 
from Saturday's crunch meeting 
of world and regional powers 
aimed at ending violence that 
has now left over 15,000 dead.

Adding to the existing ten¬ 
sions with the West, Lavrov 
said it was a mistake to exclude 
Iran from the Geneva talks and 
accused the United States of 
"double standards" in opposing

Saudi convicted of Texas terror 
plot 




Colorado fi re destroys 
hundreds of homes 


COLORADO SPRINGS) - Massive wildfires raging across 
Colorado have destroyed hundreds of homes and forced 
tens of thousands to flee, but better weather Thursday 
should help crews beat back the blazes. Summer wild¬ 
fires are common in the mountains of arid Colorado but 
rarely burst into residential areas, as the Waldo Canyon 
Fire did earlier this week, forcing the evacuation of 
36,000 people from the Colorado Springs area. The fire, 
one of several blazing across the front range of the 
Rocky Mountains, has torched more than 18,500 acres 
(7,400 hectares) but there have been no reports of deaths 
or injuries. In a sign of the scale of the destruction, US 
President Barack Obama plans to visit the state today. 
Colorado Springs Mayor Steve Bach said he could not 
yet provide even a estimate of how many homes were 
lost, telling reporters Thursday morning only that "hun¬ 
dreds of homes have been destroyed." About 1,200 fire¬ 
fighters have been battling the blaze, helped by the US 
military and volunteer organizations in the area.

US House finds 
attorney general 
in contempt

WASHINGTON (AFP) -In an 
unprecedented censure vote, 
the US House of Representa¬ 
tives found Attorney General 
Eric Holder in criminal con¬ 
tempt Thursday, paving the 
way for legal action over the 
blocking of a probe into a 
botched gun-running operation. 

Several furious Democrats 
stormed out of the chamber at 
the start of the vote to protest 
what they say is highly political 
and partisan action by Republi¬ 
cans to discredit Holder and 
President Barack Obama's ad¬ 
ministration in an election year. 

They were protesting what 
they say is highly political and 
partisan action by Republicans 
to discredit Holder and Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama's adminis¬ 
tration ahead of the November 
elections. 

But the resolution was 
adopted with a vote of 255-67 
in the Republican-led House. 
Several dozen Democrats re¬ 
fused to participate, but sev¬ 
eral more also voted to find 
the nation's top justice official 
in contempt. 

The resolution calls for the 
case to be referred to a US at¬ 
torney tasked with bringing a 
possible indictment against 
Holder for blocking a 16- 
month investigation into Op¬ 
eration Fast and Furious. 

The House was to vote on 
a second resolution on civil 
contempt, which would au¬ 
thorize a congressional panel 
to sue the Justice Department 


in federal court to compel of¬ 
ficials to relinquish documents 
subpoenaed by Republican in¬ 
vestigators. 

The finding of contempt, the 
first-ever for a sitting attorney 
general, was immediately 
branded by the White House as 
a "transparently political stunt." 

"Republicans pushed for po¬ 
litical theater rather than legiti¬ 
mate congressional oversight," 
White House Communications 
Director Dan Pfeiffer said in a 
statement. 

"Unfortunately, a politi¬ 
cally-motivated agenda pre¬ 
vailed and instead of engaging 
with the president in efforts to 
create jobs and grow the econ¬ 
omy, today we saw the House 
of Representatives perform a 
transparently political stunt." 

Launched in Arizona by 
agents of the Bureau of Alco¬ 
hol, Tobacco, Firearms and Ex¬ 
plosives, Fast and Furious was 
a sting operation designed to 
track weapons bought by straw 
buyers and smuggled to Mexi¬ 
can drug cartels. 

But a large number of the 
arms went missing, and two 
were later found at the murder 
scene of a US border patrol 
agent. 

Republican Darrell Issa, 
who chairs the House Oversight 
Committee which led the inves¬ 
tigation, is seeking to discover 
who in the government knew 
about the operation and when, 
and whether there was a Jus¬ 
tice Department cover-up.

Huge win for Obama

The key provision that under¬ 
pinned Obama's health care 
overhaul, an "individual man¬ 
date" requiring almost every 
US citizen from 2014 to take 
out health insurance or be sub¬ 
ject to a fine, was upheld in a 
tight 5-4 vote. 

Chief Justice John Roberts, 
the conservative-leaning leader 
of the court often seen as a bete 
noire by Democrats, was the un¬ 
likely hero for liberals as he pro¬ 
vided the key swing vote that 
saw the massive reforms stand. 

Writing the majority opinion, 
Roberts said the court believed 
that if the mandate was seen as 
a tax then it was constitutional 
for the Congress to impose 
such a provision on America's 
50 individual states. 

"It is reasonable to construe 
what Congress has done as in¬ 
creasing taxes on those who 
have a certain amount of in¬ 
come, but choose to go without 
insurance. Such legislation is 
within Congress' power to tax," 
he wrote. 


Underlining how polarizing 
the health reforms are, there 
was a stinging dissent from Jus¬ 
tice Anthony Kennedy. 

"In our view, the entire Act 
before us is invalid in its en¬ 
tirety," wrote Kennedy, who 
Democrats had initially be¬ 
lieved could be the key figure 
who might join the four more 
liberal members of the bench. 

Despite the worst fears of the 
Obama administration that the 
court might throw out the 
whole law, the only restriction 
as it turned out was on the 
Medicaid provision, expanding 
coverage to 16 million more 
poor Americans. 

The court decided that the 
clause could be upheld but only 
if the government withdrew its 
threat to withhold federal Med¬ 
icaid funding from states that 
do not comply. 

Two years after Obama 
signed into law an act to insure 
most of the 50 million unin¬ 
sured Americans and prevent 
coverage from being refiised on 


the basis of patients' medical 
histories, its fate lay in the 
hands of six men and three 
women. 

There were cheers outside 
court and across the land from 
liberals and Democrats, for 
whom this issue has been a 
burning crusade for decades. 

But "Obamacare" opponents 
outside the Supreme Court 
were incensed. 

"The entire law must be re¬ 
pealed," said Matt Smith of 
Catholic Advocate, a group 
outraged by the law's require¬ 
ment for organizations to in¬ 
clude contraception in their 
employee health plans. 

"At the end of the day, vic¬ 
tory will be ours," said Senator 
Mike Lee from Utah, who like 
fellow Republicans pledged to 
take the fight to the November 
elections. 

Although the United States is 
the world's richest nation, it is 
the only industrialized democ¬ 
racy that does not provide 
health care coverage to all its 
citizens. 
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'Holiday 1 for sick US child after 
healthcare ruling 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
When three-year-old Violet, 
who suffers from a rare and se¬ 
vere form of epilepsy, saw her 
parents cheering in front of the 
TV news about healthcare re¬ 
form Thursday, she said, 
"Happy holidays!" 

Her mother, Julie Walters, 
laughed and said yes, it was 
indeed a holiday, for the fam¬ 
ily would no longer have to 
worry about how their daugh¬ 
ter would maintain health in¬ 
surance coverage for her 
costly, lifelong condition. 

"We are jumping for joy," 
Walters, 35, told AFP in a 
phone interview from her 
home in northern California. 
"It means we can live our lives 
not in fear." 

Violet is one of as many as 
129 million Americans who 
have some kind of pre-existing 
condition, according to the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services. 


The high court's ruling 
means that if Violet's parents 
ever lose their employer- 
granted coverage, they won't 
be denied the right to buy it for 
her on the free market over the 
child's pre-existing condition. 

Current provisions bar 
many Americans with chronic 
illnesses from obtaining health 
coverage. The Department of 
Health and Human Services 
estimates that 25 million peo¬ 
ple with pre-existing condi¬ 
tions are uninsured. 

The Supreme Court ruling 
also means that insurers can¬ 
not impose lifetime limits on 
the cost of a person's coverage. 

That is particularly impor¬ 
tant for Violet. When she has a 
seizure, she stops breathing. 
The seizures come in clusters, 
and are unpredictable. One re¬ 
cent hospital stay lasting about 
two weeks cost $250,000. 

Walters' family was covered 
by health insurance provided 


by her husband's job at a video 
game company. But the indus¬ 
try can be volatile, and as par¬ 
ents they often worried what it 
might mean for their daugh¬ 
ter's health if he had to change 
jobs. 

Without the removal of life¬ 
time limits on the total cost of 
a person's healthcare needs, 
Violet would exhaust her cov¬ 
erage in a few years' time, 
leaving her uninsurable for the 
rest of her life. 

Walters, who works as a re¬ 
cruiter, is well aware that 
many people on the job market 
are looking for work simply to 
get desperately needed health 
coverage. 

She hopes that healthcare 
reform will lead to a change of 
landscape for those people, 
too, allowing them to seek a 
job because they want it, not 
purely to maintain health care 
coverage.

Tanzanian lawmaker breaks 
down while pleading for 
albinos 


DAR ES SALAAM (AFP) - 
A Tanzanian lawmaker broke 
down in tears in parliament 
Thursday as she pleaded the 
cause of fellow albinos, per¬ 
secuted and regularly tar¬ 
geted for ritual killings in the 
region. 

Al-Shaymaa Kwegyr told 
the house that when albinos 
are targeted, little is done to 
find the perpetrators and 
bring them to justice. 

"When other people are 
killed or mistreated investiga¬ 
tions are conducted swiftly 
and culprits brought to jus¬ 
tice... but with albinos it can 
take years or decades," she 
told parliament. 

Kwegyr said that in the 
past few years almost 80 al¬ 
binos have died in ritual 
killings, and many others 
have been raped. 



Albinism is a genetic con¬ 
dition characterised by a de¬ 
ficiency of melanin 
pigmentation in the skin, hair 
and eyes which protects from 
the sun's ultraviolet rays. 

People suffering from the 
condition are discriminated 
against and persecuted in 
many African countries. 

In Tanzania, they are killed 
and dismembered due to a 
widespread belief that 
charms made from their body 
parts bring good fortune and 
prosperity. Many of the mur¬ 
ders have occurred around 
the country's northern 
Mwanza region, also in 
neighbouring Burundi ans 
some of the attackers are 
suspected to be from Tanza¬ 
nia, where albino body parts 
can fetch thousands of dol¬ 
lars.

Van Rompuy: EU leaders 
agree 120 bln euro 
growth pact' 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - European 
leaders yesterday clinched a 
deal on a new "growth pact" of 
measures worth some 120 bil¬ 
lion euros to breathe life into 
floundering economies, EU 
president Herman Van 
Rompuy said. 

"What we already agreed is 
... to boost the financing of the 
economy by around 120 bil¬ 
lion euro for immediate 
growth measures," he told re¬ 
porters on the first day of a 
two-day European Union sum¬ 
mit. 

The plan — proposed by the 
eurozone’s top four economies 
Germany, France, Italy and 
Spain — foresees a package of 


measures to boost output and 
create jobs. 

The pact would redirect un¬ 
spent EU funds to the most 
needy countries and bolster the 
coffers of the European Invest¬ 
ment Bank by boosting its ca¬ 
pital base by 10 billion euros. 

The EIB says the capital in¬ 
jection would allow it to raise 
funds in the markets to invest 
60 billion euros in innovation, 
small- and medium-sized com¬ 
panies and infrastructure pro¬ 
jects. 

In addition, the investment 
bank will launch joint "project 
bonds" to finance 4.5 billion 
euros worth of infrastructure 
programs. 


BlackBerry maker to cut jobs, 
delays new platform 


MONTREAL (AFP) - Black- 
Berry maker Research In Mo¬ 
tion said yesterday it would cut 
5,000 jobs worldwide and 
delay its new smartphone plat¬ 
form as losses for the Canadian 
firm deepened. 


The struggling firm said its 
loss in the quarter ending June 
2 widened to US$518 million 
and delayed until 2013 a new 
platform to help compete with 
Apple and other smartphone 
makers. 



Survey: Economists see multiple euro¬ 
zone exits 


— As European leaders meet to 
discuss the future of the euro, 
economists think the ongoing 
crisis will lead to big changes 
for the common currency. 

Nearly half of the 22 eco¬ 
nomists surveyed by CNNMoney 
expect at least one country to pull 
out of the eurozone, and most of 
them think two to four countries 
will leave. One respondent is fore¬ 
casting five to seven departures. 

The economists also be¬ 
lieve that the eurozone crisis 
will reach far beyond the Eu¬ 
ropean borders. Half said that

Carlos Slim, America Movil 
launched its bid on May 30 for 
just over a quarter of the Dutch

"However, widespread ban¬ 
king losses and failures could 
ensue and a sharp drop in Eu¬ 
ropean demand could severely 
damage emerging market 
economies," Reaser said. 

None of the economists 
predict there will be a com¬ 
plete breakup of the euro, as all 
of them said that the majority 
of EU residents will remain on 
the common currency. 

Despite the unpopularity of 
austerity programs in poorer 
countries and greater fiscal 
union in wealthier nations, the 
economists believe European 
leaders will eventually support 
steps needed to preserve the 
euro. 

"It may take an exit of a 
country to 'scare straight' the 
remaining members of the 
euro," said Sean Snaith, eco¬ 
nomics professor at University 
of Central Florida. 

"Fear, as it turns out, is a 
great motivator and seeing the 
aftermath of a country or two 
exiting from the euro may be 
the scare that remaining mem¬ 
bers need to make the difficult 
changes that salvation of the 
euro will require."

A late penalty from Mesut 
Ozil proved no more than a 
consolation score for the Ger¬ 
mans whose 16-year wait for a 
major title continues. 

Victory at Warsaw's Na¬ 
tional Stadium means Italy 
maintain their impressive 
record of having never lost to 
Germany at a World Cup or 
European Championships on 
their eighth meeting at a major 
tournament. 

The final is in Kiev - capital 
of co-hosts Ukraine - on Sun¬ 
day. 

Balotelli's performance was 
a suitably memorable final 
souvenir for the Poles to cher¬ 
ish in a tournament that 
through their successful co¬ 
hosting they won many new 
friends. 

"There's reason to cele¬ 
brate," said sports minister 
Joanna Mucha, pointing to 
high approval ratings for the 
country from visiting fans. 

European and world cham¬ 


pions Spain, who beat Portugal 
4-2 on penalties on Wednes¬ 
day, meanwhile revelled in the 
chance of becoming the first 
country to win back-to-back 
European championships. 

A record television audi¬ 
ence of just over 19 million — 
equal to 87.3 percent of total 
viewers — watched the tense 
penalty shoot-out, making it 
the most-viewed in Spanish 
broadcasting history. 

The country's media ex¬ 
ploded with joy, lauding the 
players with celebratory head¬ 
lines after Cesc Fabregas' 
match-winning spot-kick. 

Leading daily El Pais gave 
glowing praise after thousands 
of fans thronged the streets of 
the capital, Madrid, calling the 
team "winners" and hailing 
their achievements. 

"We call them winners. It 
used to be the name for the 
Germans, now it is for Spain, 
this Spain with no limits which 
has not fallen from heaven in 
the past four years." 


Coach Vicente Del Bosque 
said victory in Kiev on Sunday 
could provide a much-needed 
boost to a recession-hit coun¬ 
try, amid a collapsing property 
market and wider financial un¬ 
certainty surrounding the 
banking sector. 

"If we can do it... I believe 
that it will be beneficial not 
just for football but for the 
country in general," said Del 
Bosque, who replaced Luis 
Aragones after the Euro 2008 
title win and guided them to 


the 2010 World Cup trophy. 

Del Bosque also waived 
away suggestions that fatigue 
will affect the final, insisting 
his players will be ready to de¬ 
fend their title. 

"At the moment, yes, they 
are tired. They have played all 
season to their limits. But at 
the same time, they are used to 
the wear and tear of a whole 
season spent playing at the 
highest level. "Thus there is no 
reason to be excessively wor¬ 
ried by this."

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Nadal shocked as Wimbledon 
scandal 


LONDON (AFP) - Rafael 
Nadal crashed to his worst 
Grand Slam defeat in seven 
years on Thursday when Czech 
journeyman Lukas Rosol, the 
world number 100, pulled off 
one of the greatest upsets in 
Wimbledon history. 

After a day when the sleepy 
All England Club had been 
rocked by allegations of cheat¬ 
ing and sexism, it was the un¬ 
known Rosol who delivered 
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the final, late night, earth-shat¬ 
tering blow. 

Rosol, whose only other five 
visits to Wimbledon had ended 
in first round losses in qualify¬ 
ing, stunned the 2008 and 2010 
champion, and 11-time Grand 
Slam title winner Nadal, 6-7 
(9/11), 6-4, 6-4, 2-6, 6-4 in the 
second round. 

’’It’s painful to lose tonight, 
I’m not very happy but it was 
just the second round, I was a 
long way from the final,” said 
Nadal. "The last four months 
have been great for me. I lost a 
tennis match tonight, it’s not a 
tragedy. There are more impor-

Rosol, 26, who has never 
gone beyond the third round of 
a Grand Slam, was stunned by 
his own performance which 
was capped by three aces, out 
of a total off 22, and a forehand 
winner in the decisive last 
game. 

Rosol goes on to face Ger¬ 
many’s Philipp Kohlschreiber 
in the next round. 

Earlier Thursday, Wimble¬ 
don had been engulfed by scan¬ 
dal with Ivo Karlovic accusing 
officials of cheating him out of 


Club line judges of deliberately 
attempting to ease the British 
player's path through the tour¬ 
nament. 

Murray, the fourth seed, ad¬ 
mitted he was surprised to see 
so many foot faults called 
against the big-serving Croat. 

Murray will tackle Marcos 
Baghdatis of Cyprus for a 
place in the last 16. 

Meanwhile, Simon de¬ 
fended his controversial views 
on equal prize money which he 
opposes, claiming the men's 
game is more attractive than 


the women's and is more pop¬ 
ular with the fans. 

And he believes that the 
men's locker room supports 
him but players are afraid to 
speak out. 

"Maybe they can't say it; 
maybe they won't; maybe they 
will lose $2 million on the con¬ 
tracts. In the conversation in 
the locker room, for sure they 
agree with me. Trust me." 

Simon, who has never got 
beyond the quarter-finals of 
any Grand Slam, was lam¬ 
basted by Maria Sharapova 
and Serena Williams, two of 
the women's game's superstars, 
after they had secured their 
places in the last 32. 

Top seed Sharapova, the 
2004 champion, had to dig 
deep to clinch a gritty 7-6 (7/3), 
6-7 (3/7), 6-0 victory over Bul¬ 
garia's Tsvetana Pironkova, a 
semi-finalist in 2010 and quar¬ 
ter-finalist last year. 


Germans weren’t 
clever enough, 
admits Lahm 

WARSAW (AFP) - Germany 
captain Philipp Lahm has ad¬ 
mitted they were not "clever 
enough" after Joachim 
Loew's team was found want¬ 
ing in their 2-1 Euro 2012 
semi-final defeat to Italy. 

It ensured their trophy 
drought dating back to Euro 
'96 would last at least another 
two years to the 2014 World 
Cup should they qualify. 

Italy striker Mario Balotelli 
broke German hearts on 
Thursday with a first-half 
header and sublime strike as 
the inexperienced Germans - 
- the youngest of the 16 teams 
at Euro 2012 — failed to cope 
with Cesare Prandelli's Italy. 

Germany had a faint life¬ 
line when Mesut Ozil con¬ 
verted a 92nd-minute penalty 
after a handball by Federico 
Balzaretti, but it was too lit¬ 
tle, too late as the perplexed 
looks in the German ranks 
told their own tale at the final 
whistle. 

For all their potential and 
the impressive attack-minded 
football they showed in their 
Euro 2012 wins over Portu¬ 
gal, Holland, Denmark and 
Greece, Loew's team clearly 
had no Plan B when things 
went wrong. 

Having dropped three of 
his forwards for last Friday's 
4-2 quarter-final win over 
Greece, Loew again tinkered 
with his starting line-up, but 
this time it back-fired as the 
Italians ruled the midfield in 
the first half. 

Arsenal-bound Lukas 
Podolski was hauled off at 
half-time, striker Mario 
Gomez also made way for 
34-year-old veteran Miroslav 
Klose after the break, while 
Toni Kroos barely troubled 
the Italian defence from the 
right wing. 

Having finished third at the 
last two World Cups and lost 
the Euro 2008 final, this is the 
fourth consecutive tourna¬ 
ment the Germans have 
reached at least the semi¬ 
final. 

Loew has a contract until 
after the 2014 World Cup in 
Brazil and the pressure can 
only have increased to deliver 
a trophy and realise his team's 
obvious potential.
